Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed on 10/19/2006 have 
been considered fully. IDS documents filed on 10/19/2006 have been considered (Examiner notes that some the documents have been 
previously filed and considered). Regarding Applicant's arguments toward Susumu reference: Compensation means 12 disclosed by 
Susumu et al. compensates the shaft current ij flowing to the bearing, and thereby reduce or eleiminate damage caused by 
electrocorrosion of the bearing (see Abstract). Susumu's compensating means removes the accumulated charges 17, 18, and according 
to Drawing 2 and Paragraph 16, 12 is directly connected to capacitor Cb of bearing 4, and therefore a direct coupling of the compensation 
current into the bearing. It is noted that the Applicant's translation differs from the Web translation in that Cb is defined as the capacitance 
of an oil film between the shaft 3 and the bearing 4, and in this case there is an indirect coupling of the compensation current into the 
bearing.
